}'security" about in a way that suggests they expeet 
to keep or acquire office by promising voters the 
moon and sixpence. Even in a season whe neveryone 
is being reminded that buying Victory bonds is an 
assurance that we shall not fall into slavery, there is 
none who points out that security must be paid for as 
peace must be fought for. 

Security is defined as a condition of freedom 
from danger. Armed forces of the United Nations are 
expected to eliminate the danger from the gangster 
powers, but economic security which is being‘ prom- 
ised so glibly apparently is something which can be 
obtained by legislation. As well say that money will 
win the war. 

Security must be paid for. It can't be paid for by 
casting votes or issuing cheques on a bank. Someone, 
somehow, must produce useful goods. Back of all 
useable wealth is work of individuals, even though 
individual production is greatly enhanced and multi- 
plied by machines, by the practical application of 
scientific knowledge. Nature helps, but even windfalls 
must be gathered before they can be put into a pie. 

When an honest, able-bodied man says he wants 
security, does he not mean, rather, that he wants a 
steady job? He wants wages that will meet his cur- 
rent requirements and enough left over for contin- 
gencies. He would strive to Have soniething for his 
wife and dependent children in the event of his early 
death and, if he is thoughtful, would like to think he 
would not have to accept public or private aid when 
his earning days are done. That isn’t security in the 
sense of today’s political speeches. It ‘is, rather, self- 
respceting independence. °

It 
is cheaper to send fat in the form 
of lard which can be shipped with- 
out refrigeration. 
; The adpocates for producing 
heavier hogs to meet the demand 
for Canadian bacon refer to the 
heavier hogs raised in the United 
‘States. With the British bacon ra- 
tion fixed for the time being at four 
ounces per week per person, the 
British people naturally want to get 
as much lean meat as possible so 
that, in the cooking, there will be 
little waste. * 

» One of the principal reasons that 
Britain is buying bacon in Canada 
ig because the Dominion has devel- 
oped a bacon hog. * A hog which 
when fed to a live weight of from 
200 to 230 pounds will provide the 
greatest possible amount of lean 
meat, and lean meat means meat 
food in its most economical and 
concentrated form and utliizes val- 
uable refrigerated shipping space 
to the best advantage. 

[t is true that a hog will put on 
more weight quickly after it has 
reached 200 pounds, but heavier 
hogs invariably carry a much high- 
er percentage of fat. Contrary to 
general opinion, the extra weight 
is not put on cheaper tha nthe cost 
of putting on weight up to 200 
pounds. Heavier hogs mean fatter 
Wiltshires and fatter bacon. The 
British consumers have always de- 
manded lean bacon in peace time, 
and, altogether apart from the con- 
sideration of post-war trade, their 
{demand is even more insistent in 
wartime because they want the 
minimum of loss in cooking. 

The impressive fact is the British 
want lean bacon, and the highest 
percentage of lean bacon cannot 
.be secured from heavy hogs—and 
so it's a case of “The man who pays 
he piper calls the tune.”

Seek Permits 


Following the recent order of the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
freezing Canadian business estab- 
lishments at their present status, a 
number of applications for permits 
to. enlarge or stock new lines have 
been received at regional and local 
@ffices according to Walter S. 
Campbell, regional representative. 

“In each case Board offices are 
called upon to make a thorough in- 
vestigation of reasons and need for 
enlargement and submit a report to 
Ottawa, together wit hth eapplica- 
tion," Mr. Campbell commented. 
“Regional offices are closely in 
touch wit hthe situation. All re- 
cords are easily available, and the 
general plan is greatly simplified 
and quickly handled,” Mr. Camp- 
bell stated in reference to the ori- 
ginal plan to submit all applica- 
tions directly to Ottawa.

HELP FOR BRA 


VE ALLY 


FROM CANADA IS AIM 
OF AID TO RUSSIA FUND 


In response to a widespread de- 
mand from all parts of Canada, a 
‘Canadian Aid to Russia Fund has 
been organized, under the chair- 
manship of Mr. J. Stanley McLean 
head of Canada Packers, Ltd., with 
headquarters in Toronto. 


| The fund in Canada will pro- 
vide an oppodtunity to Cana- 
dians to express in a tangible form 
and in continuous measure, the ad- 
miration, gratitude and sympathy 
they feel in their hearts for the 
heroic Russian people, the people 
who, as-Mrs., Churchill recently 
‘stated, “have set an unparalleled 
‘example to all of us.” 

Russia's needs are so great that 
everybody's help is needed. The 
fighters behind the lines, the 
refugees in the far eastern areas 
‘and in’ the reoccupied territories 
need warm clothing, boots, bedding, 
foodstuffs, medical supplies. They 
need large quantities of these things 
and help to hem must go con- 
tinuously. 

Many Lands Sending Aid 


From Great Britain, United 
States, the Argentine, Palestine, 
Australia, New Zealand and South 
American countries, citizens are 
sending help continuously to Russia 
This is done through both Red 
\Cross societies and volunary com- 
mittees. The latter are able to do 
what the Red Cross may not be 
able to do. In Canada the Red Cross 
Society last year collected, through 
a public appeal, the sum of $860,000, 
and now the Canadian Aid to Rus- 
sia Fund will promote on a contin- 
uous basis, aid to Russia activities 
throughout the Dominion. 

The aid-to-Russia movement in 
Britain has no parallel in any of 
the Allied countries. That move- 
(ment has been described as the 
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most dynamic of the civilian war 
sactivities among the British masses. 
Everyone is participating in this 
jwork, from school. children who 
take part in the “penny-a-week” 
drive, to the aged in institutions 
swho knit and do what they can to 
add to the total aid sent to Russia.

There is no dearth of imagination 
and energy in he British aid-to- 
Russia movement, either in collect- 
ing money or spending it on things 
that Russia nee‘s. Eighteen consign- 
ments of medical supplies and 
eauipment, totalling 2.571 tons, have 
been sent to Russia by Mrs. Church- 
ill’s fund. 

Recently, at the request of the 
Britsh | government, the Churchill 
fund sent to Russia 400,000 woollen 
garments for refugees restored to 
the regained territory. This order 
was filled with the help of the 
British Women’s Voluntary services. 

Mrs. Churchill has explained that 
in order to procure some of the 
articles, special methods of produc- 
tion had to be introduced and prior- 
ities obtained from the British gov- 
ernment. 

Convoys Get Through 

Ships bearing relief supplies tc 
Russia do get to their destination. 
The British .admiralty, the United 
States navy department and the 
Russian government have all re- 
ported recently that none of the 
convoys plying their way to Mur- 
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turkeys, says A. G. Taylor, who 
“has charge of the raising of turkeys — 
at the Central Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa. There's plenty of feed avail 


able as a result of the recent record - 


grain crops, but. he says, if produ- 
cers want to make the best profit, 
the birds should be in prime condi- 
tion before being killed. 

There’s no hard and fast rule as 
to how to fatten turkeys for market. 
The pricipal demand is for top 
grade birds. ; 

_ The special feeding of turkeys for 
the Christmas trade should be start- 
ed at once, says Mr. Taylor. : Birds 
on the range sould not be penned 
during the intensive feeding period. 
Give them plenty of feed and they 
wont go far away. It’s well to pro- 
vide some protection for them from 
cold winds and bad weather. Mr. 
Taylor recommends feeding the 
birds during the fattening period 
three times daily and the feed 
should be a feed mash in the morn- 
ing and home grown grains at noon 
and in the evening. A good mash 
is made of equal parts of ground 
oats, barley meal or ground buck- 
wheat and ground wheat with ten 
per cent beef meal and 2 per cent 
ground charcoal added. The mash 
should be moist, but not sloppy. 
Any left when the birds have satis- 
fled themselves should be taker 
away. Water, grit and shell should 
always be available. 

Additional information on how to 
feed turkeys to get the most profit, 
can be obtained from the nearest 
Dominion Experimental Farm or 
Agricultural Representative. There's 
going to be no difficulty in selling 
well fleshed turkeys this year at-an 
attractive price—but poorly finish- 
ed birds will be difficult to market.

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Have you ever baked beans in the 
furnace? In these days of fuel con- 
servation it's a grand idea, The 
bean pot is set on the inside ledge 
of the furnace door; potatoes will 
bake there too;in some furnaces the 
ledge is too narrow to hold a bean 
pot so it’s well to measure the ledge 
first. Lard or dripping can replace 
the fat salt pork since patriotic 
Canadians are not buying pork just 
now. A pinch of ginger added to 
baked beans gives an eextra zip. 

Navy or yellow eyed beans make 
an excellent vegetable served «in . 
tomato sauce or with mustard but- 
ter. They are good in salads, make 
grand soup and substitute for meat 
in many tasty and inexpensive main 
dishes. The home grown yellow 
eyed and navy beans can be substi- 
tuted for limas which are nearly 
all imported, in any recipe calling 
for the latter. 

These recipes were tested by the 
Consumer Section, Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa.
